7. Special Guest Speaker - City Attorney, Carmen Trutanich 

Mr.Trutanichl’s address to the directors of Gateway to L.A. included a brief overview of his 
business background prior to being elected City Attorney. 

The City Attorney holds a dual role as 1) lawyer for the City (representing the people of L.A.) and 2) 
lawyer for the corporation. He believes in taking politics out of the operation of the attorney’s office, 
fighting lawsuits (not settling them), and will be adding a trial support office as a means to cut costs 
of outside legal expenses. The office of the City Attorney will experience an 18% budget cut in the 
current fiscal year.
